60 by 30 feet, of marble, 


many years ago. when this was tbe 
irmrnon meeting ground of great men 
and beautiful women irom north and 
south-and before a nation's loving 
cue, no longer an emblem of homogen- 
itv was locked up where the skele- 
ton now is.

Then, 
when the sun of peace scattered the 
dark clouds of the no's, tae old habit- 
ues from north and south who were 
left came agaia-a few of them are 
here tonight. Passing to the 70 s and 
coming closer to Pittsburg, one heard 
the names of many who were foremost 
in business 
and professional 
life.

H'thertoitwas always his custom to 
arrive July 3 Mid remain until the 
close of the season. It may be said in 
extenuation that he did leave Pitts- 
burg at the proper time, but an acei- 
denfon the railroad caused him to lose 
his connection at Huntingdon, so he 
arrived one day late. 
The other is a 


grand dame whose charitable work and

Ad 
jicent to the rotunda will be billiard 
and card, writing sr.d ladies'reception 
rooms and cafe.

rial is to comprise the entire interior 
finish. The south end will be semi- 
circular in form,of pHte glass, looking 
out into the golf links and on the south 
through the pass that extends into 
the historic Cumberland valley 14 miles 
away. The bath house will be equipped 
with all the appliances for scientific 
treatment, including eleetro-therapeu 
tics, Turkish, Russian and massage 
Separate series of pipes will conduc' 
the various medicinal waters that have- 
made Bedford famous to the different 
appliances 
The pool section will be 


open to the roof and around the second 
floor will be a gallery for spectators 
and dressing and private blth rooms. 


But I started to tell abiut the com- 


panion buildings, the other four in 
the chain. They are also of the crlo 
nial typs, four stories in height. The 
total length of them is 820 feet, all cin- 
nected, and each story has a broad ve- 
randa, and the total length of colon- 
nades over verandas is 3,280 feet 


The local historians interested in tlr 


town of Bedford tell that it was set- 
tled in 1730, that the springs were dis- 
covered in 1770, and became a resort 
because of the curative properties of 
tne water in IsOO 
There are three 


principal springs. 
The magnesia, the 


sulphur and the pure spring. 
Tne 


first resort building, at the entrance 
to the hotel grounds, was a small stone 
affair erected in 1811. 


Bedford Chalybeate springs, a mile 


and a hall northeast ol Bedford, were 
discovered in ISOO and the place has 
been a resort since 1S30 


The young folks at Bedford Springs

dress earnest,filled with beautiful figures of

Another woman had a quarrel with her 
husband; she swallowed carbolic acid; 
she rushed out into the street with a 
baby in her arms; the child was severe- 
ly hurt and the mother was dead. The 
ancient Romans held the right ove.- 
their slaves to kill them without any 
cause. 
Many nations held that man or 


woman had absolute right over their 
own lives; they could take them or le. 
them alone, just as they pleased. Ther> 
is one thing certain, that in this great

Angora Goata. 


Country Life in America contains a 


series of practical articles on the 
breeding and raising of Angora goats 
which should prove intensely interest- 
ing to farmers and to all who own 
land that is overgrown with brash. 
There are nine short articles written 
by practical people in every quarter of 
the Union and after reading them one 
cannot fail to be enthusiastic over An- 
gora goats as a source of profit. Peo- 
ple imagine that Angoras are a great 
care—ttis is a mistake. The care is 
not more laborious than that which 
should be given to an equal number of 
sheep. The only difficulty the farmer 
will have is in providing a suitable 
fence; this should be three feet high at 
least and come down close to the 
ground. The goats do not jump but 
crawl under a fence. An Angora goat 
should clip between three and a half 
and four pounds of mohair, 
which 


may vary- in price from sixteen cents 
to one dollar a pcurd, the fineness and 
luster cf the hair determining the 
price. When one considera that An' 
poras browse on things that cattle 
vill not touch, such as hazel-brush 
a.;d many kinds of weeds, it appears 
that goats on a farm or cattle ranch 
would be a good investment, for as 
the brush and weeds disappear grass 
vnll springup and there will be good 
p .sturage for cattle. 


" 'But all agree, and there can be no

need of another.' 


"It is trus that in this letter the 


pope failed to discriminate between 
the doctrines of socialists and single- 
tax men and those of communists 
And it was because of these miscon- 
ceptions of the single-tax movement 
that Henry George wrote an open let- 
ter to the pope setting forth in a rev- 
erent and forceful way the claims of 
his school of political economy. 


"There is not wanting evidence that 


the pope was led to modify his views 
of the single-tax movement. The man 
who persists in error after new light 
has come to him sacrifices truth to 
personal vanity. 
A great man w 


change his mind on occasion. This 
the pope seems to have done. This 
seems to be a legitimate inference to 
be drawn from the history of the 
McGlynn case. 


"It will b3 recalled that Edward 


McGlynn had been excommunicated 
for publicly advocating the election of 
Mr. George as mayor of New York.
